Huron voters to decide clerk’s fate 

Recall showdown set for Monday 


For better or for worst, Huron 
Township voters will be going to the 
polls on Monday to decide the fate of 
their township clerk, Mary Lou Carey. 

Mrs. Carey, who has served the 
township for nearly 10 years, is the ob- 
ject of a recall by a group of citizens who 
have accused her of “excessive 
spending ” 


Voters will be asked one question 
which will appear on Monday’s ballot : 
• Shall Mary Lou Carey be recalled from 
the office of Clerk of Huron Township ? ' 
The group that circulated the petitions 
which led to the showdown have given as 
reasons for the recall: “She has repe- 
atedly shown more concern for her in- 
terests rather than the interest of the 


township She has allowed, even encour- 
aged. excessive spending of township 
funds, all to little or no benefit for 
township residents.” 

To those accusations, Mrs. Carey has 
responded with the following state- 
ments: 

* To respond to such vague statements 
and accusations purported as criticism 


of my conduct as Clerk of Huron 
Township when such statements and 
accusations are without fact, founda- 
tions or specifics is an exercise in 
futility.” 

Mrs Carey further stated that ”my 
concern and interest is, and has been for 
the past 10 years, to provide construc- 
tive services and progressive programs 

/ 


to the people of this community. 

• Spending of Township funds must be 
authorized by majority of the Towmship 
Bdard of Trustees,” Mrs Carey con- 
tinued. * and an annual budget must be 
prepared, balanced within the antici- 
pated revenues, subject to review' and 
available for inspection by the people of 


the community. 

“Expenditures are restricted to 
budgetary limitations.” Mrs Carey 
concluded that she has always, • ■ . re- 
spected the office of Clerk and the trust 
of the people w'ho placed me in office 
“I have never knowingly violated that 
trust,” she added

Despite drastic program cuts and a 
lawsuit to override a teacher salary 
freeze, Romulus Schools opened today 
with a half-day schedule. 

A staff of 269 teachers reported for 
work yesterday and students will begin 
their normal daily calss sessions tomor- 
row morning 

Supt. William Bedell met with a group 
of unhappy teachers yesterday morning 
to explain the district s position in 
“freezing” all teachers’ salaries at their 
present level After the meeting, Dr. Be- 
dell traveled to Detroit where he 
attended a show-cause hearing why the 
Romulus School District should not pay 
the pay increases. 

The teachers through their attorneys, 
filed the lawsuit last Thursday to enjoin 
the Romulus School District from freez- 
ing their salaries. Listening to the show- 
cause hearing w'as Circuit Judge Wil- 
liam Leo Cahalan. (No word of a deci- 
sion had been received by presstime) 

Terrell LeCesne. personnel and em- 
ploye relations manager, said it would 
cost the financially-strapped district 
some $800,000 if the judge ruled in favor 
of the teachers 

‘‘If the judge rules in favor of the 
teachers, it would result in many more 
teacher layoffs,” he said 

• The situation of the district would be- 
come untenable and we would not be 
able to provide even the minimal in- 
structional time for students 


‘The district, in effect, would be ren- 
dered inoperable,” LeCesne explained 

Supt Bedell, starting his second year 
as chief administrative officer of Romu- 
lus schools, has expressed grave con- 
cern over the district's financial plight 

“We re starting the year about $2- 
million in debt and despite widespread 
cutbacks, we just can t seem to reduce 
our debt.” he said. 

”We are fighting inflation like every- 
one else, but we re also being hurt by a 
State Aid Formula which allows rich 
systems to become richer and less weal- 
thy schools to fall deeper into debt 

Bedell pointed out that the cutbacks 
were extensive. Gone from last year’s 
staff will be one assistant superinten 
dent for curriculum . the district s athle- 
tic director and the principal of alterna- 
tive education 

As a result, alternative high school 
has been closed and the only high school 
athletics this fall will be varsity and 
junior varsity football and girls basket- 
ball 

“Curriculum planning, texthook 
purchases and federal programming 
will have to take a backseat to the cru 
cial issue of simply keeping our doors 
open. ' Bedell said 

' Our Board of Education has voted to 
freeze all employee wages unt tl we have 
a more favorable cash flow situation 
We hope a solution like this will be

Under attack because of a two-part 
series written by a metropolitan Detroit 
newspaper columnist who criticized its 
operations and reproached by resolu- 
tion passed by the City of Lincoln Park 
for hiking its rates . the People Commun- 
ity Hospital Authority released a “Fact 
Sheet’’ to clear the air about its opera- 
tions 


The PCHA is a health care consortium 
which services 19 cities including Belle- 
ville. Romulus. Inkster. Wayne. West- 
land Ypsilanti along with the tow nships 
of Huron. Sumpter, and Van Buren 
In the Lincoln Park resolution, sent 
by mail to all PCHA members. Lincoln 
Park Mayor Charles Paddock and coun- 
cil members, expressed concerns over 
the huge surplus presently held by the 
PCHA, while at the same time rates 
charged to patients were being in- 
creased. 

It is time to do something to alleviate 
the problems,’' Mayor Paddock’s state- 
ment read, “and for that reason Michi- 
gan’s legislators are being called upon 
to consider, sponsor and enact amenda- 
tory legislation covering at least those 
points referred to in the resolution.” 

The points singled out in the resolution 
included: the State Legislature to 

enact amendatory legislation to place a 
maximum figure on the amount of sur- 
plus which the Authority (PCHA) may 
carry, said maximum to be reasonally 
small and for emergency purposes only . 

“Secondly, that such legislation also 
provide that the present surplus be ap- 
plied tow ard operational costs until it is 
exhausted down to the surplus max- 
imums to be established, and that until 
so exhausted that the assessments to 
member communities be accordingly 
reduced, or that the present surplus be 
proportionally refunded and returned to 
member communities; 

_^n^Uy. that the legislature place 
reS^^ble restrictions upon fringe be- 
nefits received by PCHA board mem- 
bers and executives, including but not 
limited to vehicle purchases and travel 
and convention costs; 

Fourthly that the legislature enact 
appropriate laws which would permit a 
member community, within which a 
hospital facility is located, either to 
charge the PCHA for police protection, 
fire protection, or other municipal ser- 
vice required to be furnished to such 
facility, or to be assessed at a compen- 
sating lower rate than a community 
which doesn't contain a hospital faci- 
lity; 

And. finally that such legislation 
shall also prohibit the construction of 


any facility or supportive facility in any 
community w hich is not a member of the 
PCHA.” 

In response. Donald J. Pizzimenti, 
Chairmart of the Board of PCHA offered 
a “Fact Sheet” to member communi- 
ties, and in his letter to the municipal 
governments stressed that the “Peoples 
Community Hospital Authority has 
worked very hard over the years to ful- 
fill its responsibility, that is, providing 
accessible quality health care to the 
community 

“Because of good decision-making 
and administration, the Authority has 
been able to respond to ever-changing 
health care needs. ” Pizzimenti’s letter 
to the heads of city government 
stressed. 

The letter also stated that PCHA hos- 
pitals treat more than 250,000 citizens 
each year, serve as a community health 
resource, and employ more than 4.000 
people. 

"Though this service, w r e strive to be 
an asset to our local communities,” Piz- 
zimenti wrote.

Mayor and Council with a letter and 
Fact Sheet addressing their points of 
concern, and have offered to meet with 
them to discuss any other questions they 
may have about the PCHA “

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Deputies and inmates endangered 


Commissioner charges Lucas of 'mismanagement of jail’ 


Wayne County Commissioner George 
F. Killeen has charged Sheriff William 
Lucas with mismanagement of the 
county jail, endangering both the de- 
puties and inmates, he said, at a cost of 
$3.3 million unauthorized cost to the 
county. 

The Sheriff, said Killeen in a news con- 
ference on Aug. 3, is “stealing from the 
jail budget * to maintain road patrol ser- 
vices that the Board of Commissioners 
eliminated from the budget in 
November. 

Trying to maintain both functions is 
causing so much overtime that the jail- 
ers are working while exhausted and un- 
alert. said Killeen. 

Killeen said that most deputies both at 
the jail and in unauthorized road patrol 
positions are working at least 12hours 
per day, and one civilian at the jail as 
much as 17 hours per day He said that 


the civilian s salary, with overtime, 
could pay for three deputies 
Also, he said, the civilian, a hospital 
attendant with an approximate $16,000 
annual salary working regular hours, is 
in the reception-diagnostic section of the 
jail “Critucal decisions have to be 
made there regarding where an inmate 
is placed, according to possible 
psychiatric, homosexual or racial prob- 
lems. 1 ’ according to Killeen 
With documentation from the County 
Board of Auditors accounting unit, Kil- 
leen said that cost to the county for un- 
budgeted functions since March have 
cost $18 million that has been paid, and 
an additional estimated $1.5 million 
since that has not been paid. 

Although payment or non-payment of 
the latter will most likely bedecided in 
court, county officials dread having to 
calculate another $1 .5 million towards a 


deficit already projected at $20 million 
Also, hoping to prevent future false 
impressions, the Wayne County Board 
of Auditors wants the State Department 
of Social Services (DSS) to change its 
regional and local office designations 
Although entirely a state function, 
icluding staffing by all state employees, 
DSS branch offices in Wayne County are 
identified both on stationery and build- 


ing signs as the “Wayne County Depart- 
ment of Social Servies ’* 

Knowing of public misconceptions 
from the past, the auditors said they felt 
wrongly stung by recent reports of child 
abuse in conditions subject to DSS juris- 
diction. and of subsequent announce- 
ment of investigations suggesting em- 
ployee neglect 


ances. this is considered a very bad and 
undeserved reflection on true Wayne 
County operations. “ said Leonard D 
Proctor in a meeting on August 3 
Another of the three county auditors. 
Ted Mrozowski, correctly pointed out 
tht the Wayne County designation in 
DSS identification is “geographic only, 
simply to show the region in which an 
office is located, and has nothing wat- 


soever to do with county government , its 
employeees or administration * 

In the meeting the auditors acopted a 
resolution asking the County Board of 
Commissioners to seek a more accurate 
description of the DSS in Wayne County, 
and also to ask agency director John De- 
mpsey for an explanation of conditions 
in the agency charged with protection of 
abused chuldren

Michigan needs jobs, both now and in the future 

The Legislature has taken several actions to try to stimulate the economy, 
encourage business and industry, and maintain and increase employment 
It has also looked to the future There was enacted in 1978 the Full Employment 
Planning Act which required studies w ith the objective of increasing employ- 
ment opportunities in the state In this year’s session of the Legislature both the 
House and Senate approved a bill to make that act more effective. 

Meanwhile, the H Ouse has adopted a resolution to create a special committee 
to study alternative employment opportunities within Michigan That special 
committee is to recommend to the Legisltaure those actions it can take which are 
needed to allow' the carrying out of alternative employment opportunities by 
private and public emploeyrs in the state 
At the time that resolution was adopted the level of unemployment was criti- 
cally high with well over 550,000 persons in need of jobs Since then, there has 
been very little change in the unemployment picture 
The structure of the Michigan labor force has changed greatly and dramatical- 
ly in recent decades 

The relation between w f ork and retirement options has won increased attention 
because of the increased number of older workers 
The average years of education of the labor force has risen from 8 1 years of 
school in 1910 to 12.6 years in 1977 This higher level of education of the labor force 
is a trend that is expected to contiunue 
The attitude of many workers toward their jobs is markedly different than it 
was years ago Job satisfaction has been found to be related with non-work- 
related factors such as family considerations and free-time activities 
The relation between productivity and the structure of the job is yet to be 
determined These and other factors w ill be considered by the special committee 
as it seeks out and recommends means of carrying out alternative employment 
opportunities 

The Full Employment Planning Act required the Department of Labor to 
submit to the Governor an annual employment plan which includes a five-year 
projection in employ ment trends and recommendations for increasing unem- 
ployment opportunities in Michigan

Lt. Abraham was expected to leave

They buy cable for myriad of reasons

HBO, ON-TV, Cable News Network — 
publicity is everywhere pushing pay-tv 
programming 

In southeast Michigan, people have a 
myriad of different ways to buy tv prog- 
ramming and that can be a confusing 
problem It’s available in wildly diffe- 
rent packages, depending on what you 
want, what you can pay and where you 
live. 

There are four options available to 
most people, and a fifth to those living in 
mobile home parks, apartment build- 
ings and condominiums. 

In the trade, the different systems are 
called traditional cable services, sub- 
scription tv (STV), direct broadcasting 
service (DBS), microwave or multi- 
point distribution service (MDS) and 
the individual household satellite dish. 

Examples of subscription tv are ON- 
TV and IT-TV that broadcast scrambled 
signals over UHF channels 20 and 31 in 
the Detroit area. 


For an installation fee and a refund- 
able deposit , a subscriber can get 45 to 50 
programs for $22 50 per month on ON- 
TV and about 60 programs per month for 
$26 90 on IT-TV 

ON-TV programming runs in the 
evenings after 8 p m. with weekend 
matinees. They offer movies, sports 
events, concerts and other types of vari- 
ety specials 

IT-TV has programs nightly from 7 to 
11 p m and the night owl theater from 11 
p.m. to 7 am The service primarily 
shows movies, although occasional con- 
certs, specials and short subjects 
appear 

Home Box Office or HBO has offered a 
microwave service for more than four 
years in the Detroit area, although it has 
only recently been heavily promoted. 

For a $49.95 installation fee and a $50 
refundable deposit, HBO crews come 
out and put up a 5 to 30 foot tali tower on a 
residential roof to receive program- 
ming signals transmitted from the 


Cadillac Book Building downtown De- 
troit 

Their programming includes movies, 
variety specials, educational specials 
and sports events for $14 95 per month 
HBO offers more than 20 hours of daily 
programming and plans to go a full 24 
hours a day on January 1 

Direct broadcasting service and cable 
service both have more than a single 
channel. 

DBS is available only to persons in 
apartment buildings, condominiums 
and mobile home parks. 

The development owner contracts 
with a company that installs a 12-foot 
diameter dish to receive programming 
bounced off a satellite orbiting the 


earth Wires are extended from the dish 
to each apartment or home for tv set 
hook-ups 

Bob Schloss. president of the Indianai 
polis-based Omega Satellite Products, 
said for about $16 per month, a typical 
system offers 10 different channels over 
a DBS system 

Services usually include two movie 
channels such as HBO and The Movie 
Channel, the Entertainment Sports 
Programming Network. Cable New 
Network, Nickelodeon, two independent 
channels and all the local network sig- 
nals 

The 12-foot diameter dishes costing 
$9,900 each are also available to indi-

TONGUE THRUST PROBLEMS 


Every person swallows 
some 2,000 times a day 
During that swallow, the 
tongue can exert one to six 
pounds of pressure Dur- 
ing the correct swallow, 
the tip of the tongue press- 
es with the force slightly 
behind the top teeth The 
main pressure of the ton- 
gue is against the strong 
palate. This is good 

During an incorrect 
swallow, the tongue force 
is exerted fully against the 
front teeth The teeth are 
not equipped to withstand 
this type of pressure and 
may be pushed out of 
alignment. Also, it may 
prevent new teeth from 
erupting properly 

In order to correct this 
situation. Myofunctional 
Therapy (sometimes cal- 


led tongue-thrust ther- 
apy) is used for both chil- 
dren and adults This ther- 
apy is designed to retrain 
the muscles of the tongue, 
lips and cheeks to proper- 
ly perform as to strength 
and placement; to teach 
correct swallowing pat- 
terns: and to instill a 
permanent, correct swal- 
lowing pattern Tongue 
thrust can be overcome, 
but it requires full coop- 
eration by the patient

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School board approves 
‘81 tax millage levies 


How much will your school taxes be in 
1981? 

If you live in the Wayne-Westland 
Community Schools, the total millage 
may vary, depending on whether you 
live in the actual confines of the district 
or in annexed portions of it 

The Wayne VVestland Board of Educa- 
tion recently levied the 1981 millage for 
the district, millage that will generate 
some $32,768,077 in tax revenue. 

Residents living in portions of Canton 
Township. Inkster, Romulus and West- 
land and all of Wayne have a 47 61-mill 
levy. A portion of Van Buren Township 
included in the district has a 46 61-mill 
levy, while a portion of Romulus, 
annexed to the Wayne Community 
School District in 1961 and subject to the 
Romulus City School District debt levy, 
has a 46 10-mill levy. 

Of those communities. Westland will 
generate the most tax revenue for the 
district— $17.667,300— followed by the 
City of Wayne— $10,322,470. Closest to 
those two in generating revenue in the 
seven-digit figure will be Canton 
Township with $2,082,701 

Another portion of the Romulus City 
School District, annexed to Wayne- 
Westland in 1971, will have a 43.35-mill, 
following a vote of the school board on 
Aug 24. A portion of Westland (a part of 
the then Nankin Mills School District) 
annexed to the Wayne Community 
School District, will have a 42 77-mill 
levy. 

The school board also approved the 
levy of 4 84 mills for debt retirement on 
those residents in Westland who had be- 
longed to the old Nankin Mills District, 

Social Security 

Q: 1 was told at the social security 
office that I need to earn two more quar- 
ters of coverage before I can qualify for 
social security. How much will I have to 
earn? 

A : In 1981 . you will get one quarter of 
coverage for each $310 you earn for the 
year, but not more than four quarters 
can be earned in a year. 

Q: How much can a person get in SSI 
benefits? 

A: Currently, the maximum Federal 
SSI payment is $238 for a single person 
and $357 for a couple These amounts 
may be decreased if a person has any 
other sources of income or they may be 
increased by supplemental payments 
made by the individual States. In addi- 
tion. States may offer Medicaid, food 
stamps, and social and rehabilitation 
services. 


acquired when it was divided between 
the Wayne-Westland and Livonia 
schools more than a decade ago Livo- 
nia’s portion of that debt retirement is 7 
mills 

The debt millage is for bonds 
approved by voters of the old district, 
which are in effect until paid off. Those 
homeowners in the annexed portion of 
the district pay the same operating mil- 
lage as other portions of the district — 
8.61 mills not voted on and 32 mills 
approved by voters. However, when en- 
tering a new district under annexation, 
they are not libel for any existing debt 
millage in the new district, only what is 


approved after joining the district. They 
are responsible for any debt millage for 
their former school district. 

As a comparison, in Canton, Romu- 
lus, Van Buren. Inkster. Wayne and 
Westland portions of the district, the 
debt retirement millage is 7 mills. In the 
Wayne-Romulus annex the millage debt 
is 5 49 mills and in the Westland- 
Romulus annex, 2.74 mills. 

So how much will you pay in school 
taxes this year? Depending on where 
you live it could be as low as 42.77 mills 
or as high as 47.61 mills. For a majority 
of Wayne-Westland residents, the latter 
is the answer

Less than one-third of the $7 billion in 
stolen property, such as jewelry and 
television sets, is ever recovered, 
according to the National Crime Pre- 
vention Coalition, composed of repre- 
sentatives from law enforcement , insur- 
ance, government and civic groups.

Even tenants and homeowners with 
insurance policies should be aware that 
there are limits to the coverage due to 
theft, unless additional insurance has 
been purchased 

Common limitations for theft losses 
are $500 in total for stolen jewelry and 
furs and $1,000 for sterling silverware, 
pewter and goldware 
In purchasing additional theft insur- 
ance coverage for such items, an owner 
often will need to obtain an appraisal for 
the insured valuables. 

While most home ow ners purchase in- 
surance protection, less than one out of 
three renters obtain such coverage, 
according to a recent study by the Insur- 
ance Information Institute. 

In addition to theft protection, pack- 
age insurance policies for home owners 
and renters also cover property against 
loss by f^e. vandalism, malicious mis- 
chief. windstorm, riot and other perils. 
Personal liability coverage is pro-

vided under homeowners and renters 
package policies in case the policyhol- 
der is sued by another person for their 
injuries, or for damage of their prop- 
erty. 

The cost of a homeowners insurance 
policy varies by area and type of home 
or premises. The policy contains a “de- 
ductible” clause, usually $100, which 
means that the policyholder is responsi- 
ble for all losses up to that amount. Lar- 
ger amounts of deductibles are avail- 
able with corresponding reductions in 
premium. 

If a consumer would prefer not to 
purchase a homeowners or renters 
package policy, to cover may types of 
losses, it is possible to purchase insur- 
ance separately, such as just fire insur- 
ance of* theft insurance. 

Consumers also should know that the 
insurance industry operates special 
property insurance plans in many states 
to assure the availability of insurance 
protection for high-risk properties in 
areas where insurance otherwise might 
be difficult to obtain About one-half of 


the states have such plans, commonly 
known as FAIR (Fair Access to Insur- 
ance Requirements) Plans. All FAIR 
Plans offer fire and extended coverage 
(including vandalism) on residences 
and commercial properties, and some 
also offer homeowners or crime insur- 
ance coverages as well. 

Federal crime insurance for burelar- 
ly and robbery losses also is available in 
many states. 

Specific information on homeowners 
and tenants insurance policies and costs 
may be obtained from your local insur- 
ance agent, broker or company repre- 
sentative The insurance specialists will 
analyze your particular insurance 
needs as the owner of a car , home and/or 
business and provide you with advice on 
suggested coverages and information 
on their costs.

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PCHA official answers hospital critics

equipped and up to date. While the size 
of this account may be considered large 
by those not familiar with budgeting 
practices, it could reasonably be higher 
in light of the size of the system that 
must be maintained If PCHAJiad to re- 
place its five hospitals today, the cost 
could exceed $225 million 

Because of this funded depreciation 
account, rates charged for services at 
the hospitals do not have to be boosted to 
finance capital needs. Using capital on 
hand eliminates the need to borrow and 
' pay the accompanying interest rate 
charges. In fact, the funds in the depre- 
ciation account earn interest that can 
supplement the account. 

2. Why has PCHA continued to grow 
and expand services? 

The Authority has a responsibility to 
the citizens of the communities it serves 
to continually respond to changing 
health needs Not only do existing build- 
ings and equipment need to be main- 
tained. replaced and updated, but the 
nature of the health care field is such 
that new services and programs are in 
demand by consumers The member 
communities formed the Authority for 
the expressed purpose of providing ac- 
cessible care in response to those needs 

Regarding capital investments, it 
should be remembered that PCHA. like 
all other hospitals, cannot unilaterally 
make any single capital purchase of 
$100,000 or more without approval of 
government regulatory and health plan- 
ning agencies, which determine if the 
investment is needed 

When discussing growth in terms of 
bonded indebtedness, it should be noted 
that PCHA has, in 36 years, had five 
bond issues which resulted in construc- 
tion of five hospitals. Three issues — 
1955. 1959 and 1961 — have been paid off 
or re-funded through the 1966 and 1974 
bond issues, which account for the 
bonded indebtedness that remains 

Is the 4/10 mil assessment to com- 
munities used for operation of the hos- 
pitals? 

It is important to realize that the 4 10 
mil assessment is not and has never 
been ased for operation of the hospitals. 
That money is used strictly for paying 
off the bonds that were used to construct 
the hospitals. In fact, the total of the 
assessments ($2,414,010 this year) is not 
enough to make the total annual bonded 
debt service payment. An additional 
$1,219,740 will come out of hospital op- 
erations to pay the debt obligation next 
year. 

The bond ordinances that spell out the 
ternijs of the bond sales stipulate that the 
4/10 mil assessment will be levied as 
long; as necessary to pay off the debt, 
which currently stands at $30 million. 

4. Is it true the PCHA room rates 


have increased 75 percent in the last five 
years? . 

The charge for a semi-private room on 
July 1. 1975. was $96.00 The recent room 
rate adjustment that went into effect 
July 1 , 1981 . sets the semi-private rate at 
$168 The increase is 75 percent in a 6- 
year span. Since the current rate will 
hold until June 30, 1981. the time period 
of that rate range will be 7 years in total . 
This is not out of line in light of cost 
increases in general over the past sever- 
al years In terms of room rates in the 
hospital industry, the rate charged by 
PCHA , is still among the lowest in the 
Wayne County area. 

5. Is it true that PCHA is participating 
with Oakwood Hospital in construction 
of an ambulatory care center in Brow n- 
stown Township? 

PCHA has cooperated with Oak- 
wood’s efforts to obtain the necessary 
state approval (Certificate of Need) to 
build the ambulatory care center in 
Brownstown PCHA has not invested 
any money in the project. When con- 
struction is completed, PCHA will have 
an opportunity to acquire partial own- 
ership in the building, which will offer 
out-patient services. The final decision 
will be made by the Board of Directors. 

Cooperation among hospitals in joint 
planning to provide health services is 
seen as a very positive move in the effort 
to fight rising health care costs and 
prevent over-building Such cooperation 
is desirable The facility is being built in 
an area that shows a need for such ser- 
vices. The site is near and accessible to 
several PCHA member communities. 

6. Do the member communities of 
PCHA ave a voice in the decisons of the 
Authority? 

The member communities have 
direct input into PCHA decision-making 
at the highest level of the organization. 
All 47 members of the PCHA Board of 
Directors , the policy-making body of the 
Authority, are consumer-citizens from 
the member communities. Forty of 
them are appointed directly by, and 
serve at the pleasure of their own city or 
township government. The other seven 
board members are elected at-large by 
the appointed board members. All are 
unpaid. 

7. Why are board members permitted 
to take trips to seminars and meetings 
at the expense of the Authority? 

Board members are encouraged to 
attend educational seminars as a way of 
gaining information and knowledge to 
assist them in becoming better decision 
makers for the Authority. It is in the best 
interest of the Authority that these peo- 
ple become more knowledgeable in the 
area of provision of health care. A look 
at past records of the Authority shows 
that on the average, during the past 10 
years, the money spent on this type of 


travel and seminar expense has been 
approximately $5,100 per year, which 
comes out to be about $109 per board 
member per year. 

The PCHA policy of encouraging edu- 
cational development extends to em- 
ployees. Members of administration 
and management, and professional em- 
ployees are offered the opportunity to 
attend educational workshops and semi- 
nars that will help them develop and 
maintain a high level of skill in their 
specialty. All eligible permanent full- 
time and part-time employees of the Au- 
thority may apply to take advantage of a 
tuition reimbursement program as well 
The Authority believes that educational 
development such as this is in the best 
interests of the Authoruty because it in- 
creases employees’ qualifications to 
perform their duties. 

8. Is it true that the Authority provides 
cars for some of its executives? Why is 
this done? 

Automobiles have been provided to 
certain executives for more than 20 
years. Because of the nature of their 
jobs, central office directors and admi- 
nistrators may at any time be called into 
work to deal with problems, and are ex- 
pected to do a certain amount of travel- 
ing among the hospitals and on Author- 
ity business. The Authority attempts to 
use the automobiles in an effective man- 
ner. The cars recently turned in for re- 
placement had been driven for more 
than 18 months. 

9. What is the purpose of having an

THE TOWNSHIP OF HURON ORDAINS: 

Section 1. SHORT TITLE 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited and referred to as the 
Huron Township Soil Excavation and Landfill Ordinance.” 

Section 2. PURPOSE. 

The moving of topsoil, subsoil, sand, gravel and other materials and the 
filling of land with refuse result in the emission of noise, dirt. dust, gas and 
odors . and said operations effect permanent changes in the topographical and 
geological characteristics of land ; and further, because of said changes, said 
operations create dangers and hazards by virtue of shifting earth, standing 
•water, leachate filtration into the ground water or surface waters and other 
like considerations. In recognition of the fact that the promotion of the public 
health, safety and general welfare of the residents of Huron Township and the 
preservation of the Township resources and the prevention of nuisances and 
hazards require reasonable control of these operations, it is deemed neces- 
sary that said operations be regulated and that standards be established 
wherein procedures permitting said operations are established, operating 
requirements are set forth, the administration of such standards are provided 
for, and penalties are provided. 

Section 14. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This ordinance shall become effective thirty (30) days after its publication 
in the Romulus Roman.

Revitalization of Wayne’s business area is one of that com- 
munity’s greatest needs for the future. 

The fate of such revitalization rests with Wayne’s electorate 
next Tuesday as voters decide whether to retain Ordinance No. 
56, which created a Downtown Development Authority (DDA). 

Opponents, including those who circulated petitions to place 
the issue on the ballot, fear that the authority will merely raise 
taxes to improve the downtown business districts. Proponents, 
namely city administration and city council members in addi- 
tion to various leaders in the business community, have con- 
tinually stressed that the DDA’s work will NOT involve any 
future tax hikes to Wayne HOMEOWNERS. 

What has transpired, in our view, is a gross misunderstanding 
between a public leery of taxes and city fathers dedicated to 
improving Wayne’s business climate and in the process, ulti- 
mately the future of the entire municipality. 

Formed last February by the city council, the DDA was estab- 
lished to prepare a plan that would prevent further deterioration 
of the city’s business districts. Now everyone knows that im- 
provements cost money, but those who simply presume a tax 
boost for this purpose are off base. 

As Wayne officials have pointed out in literature distributed 
this week to all residents, the DDA is “designed to be funded 
through taxes generated by expansion, new construction or im- 
provements of business properties. There will be no tax increase 
as a result of the plan.” 

Quite a direct response to the fears of some citizens, we be- 
lieve. Yet, despite such self-explanatory statements in print plus 
countless denials by elected officials of any motives whatsoever 
to raise tax assessments, the future of the DDA is still up in the 
air. 

And that’s a bitter shame. Because all the facts point to the 
DDA as a potentially very positive force in Wayne. 

Fact: A decline in the busines district often is followed by a 
decline in residential areas, judging from several nearby com- 
munities. Fact: Some 47 communities in Michigan now have 
Downtown Development Authorities. Fact : According to Michi- 
gan Public Act 197, which gqverns the establishment of a DDA, 
the only tax increase allowable without a vote of the people is one 
for “operating” purposes. 

Fact: Operational costs have already been absorbed by the 
city, with “absolutely no need” to raise taxes for this purpose in 
the future, according to Community Development Director John 
Zech. Fact: Even the DDA's leading opponents have been sur- 
prisingly quiet in their criticism in recent weeks. Anti-DDA 
drive leader Elmer Daniels, Sr. has been out of town since circu- 
lating petitions earlier in the year-and is not expected back until 
after the election. 

It is not our desire to criticise those Wayne residents con- 
cerned about taxes. Public opinion polls have shown that taxes 
and the size of government are two very real concerns of today ’s 
electorate. 

But such concern is misplaced in this instance. Wayne’s Down- 
town Development Authority must be retained for the benefit of 
the entire community. A viable business community makes for a 
viable city. 

We strongly urge a “YES” vote on the DDA ballot question in 
Wayne. Simply stated, downtown development is in Wayne’s 
best interests.

There is an ill-advised practice 
advocated by many of the local 
overnment bodies that should be 
rought out into the open and de- 
bated by city councils and township 
boards.

That ominous philosophy can in- 
evitably lead to a wider schism be- 
tween the elected officials and tb$ J 
Press. We will do our job, with or 
without their cooperation. 

A case in point : One of our repor- 
ters telephoned the Inkster fire de- 
partment for information on a fire. 

The fire department official refused 
to give out the information until "he 
received a clearance from City 
Hall.” 

In Canton Township, an official re- 
fused to discuss a story that he wai 
well qualified to give input on, be- 
cause it’s “against township policy”. 

Whenever I hear such statements I 
find myself glowering in contempt 
for the speaker ana also for the 
would-be policymaker. What I hear 
is this: That the person whom I wish 
to quote, who is probably better 
versed and better qualified than me . 
on a particular subject, is saying — 
“Hey, I don’t have a mind and body 
of my own. I sold it. so please don't 
ask me to say anything.” 

What the elected official is saying 
is: “Don’t bother my employee. I’U 
speak for him, after all, the people 
put me in office to run the show and 
I'm going to do it — right or wrong.” 
Shades of Richard Nixon. 

A colleague of mine once wrote : ( 
“that The Press mirrors the charac- 
ters of the community”. 

The Press doesn’t become “anti- 
anyone” without good reason. The; 
idea that we are out to get someone 
usually is perpetuated by that some- 
one who has something to hide. 

And, I am happy to say that most' 
officials — elected or otherwise — 
are very cooperative with the Press. 

We don’t want to do your job — what- 
ever it may be. Heavens, we have 
enough right here in front of us. \ 
But. the Press has a job to do. And' 
having a centralized figure put his or 
her stamp of approval on each press 
release or statement reminds us of 
another country where the Central 
Committee of the Party must have 
prior knowledge of everything said 
or done — or else . . . 



To ‘block great 9 : A new active verb in D.C.

During the last dog days of summer 
there will be decisions made in smoke- 
filled rooms of your state capitol that 
will affect you and your children 
Will you be represented? 

Will your local officials be there 0 
President Reagan’s new domestic 
programs depend on it. 

These complicated, lengthy and 
sometimes boring negotiations will be 
conducted for high stakes — the first 
allocation of federal block grant funds. 

Early this month Congress passed the 
first legislation designed to ease federal 
control of state and local programs. 
States will now distribute education, 
health, community service and some 
community development monies 
through block grants Funds for these 
and other programs were cut by as 
much as 25 percent When the cost of 
inflation is added on this amounts to a 37 
percent reduction in funds available to 
help cities and counties deliver services 
Congress rejected an administration 
proposal to consolidate many other 
programs, including those that fund so- 
cial services 

Nevertheless, over the next two years 
such legislation is expected to replace 
an existing system of more than 500 
categorical grants the federal govern- 
ment has given cities, counties, states, 
school boards, universities, utilities 
(you name it ) for education . community 
development, roads, bridges, health, 
lead poisoning, venereal disease con- 
trol. energy (you name it) 

Now this block grant business is pret- 


ty heavy going, and the average reader 
might be likely to drop off about now. 

Warning: if you aren't interested in block 
grants today there's no use going to your 
annual school board meeting next spring to 
make sure there’s an aide for your daugh- 
ter' s classroom of 40 students, because sal- 
ary money may not be there anymore. 

. there's no use going to the public 
health clinic for an immunization because 
the clinic may not be there anymore. 

. . . there's no use complaining to the 
recreation department about kids w ho litter 
the park because the woman who answered 
the phone may not be there anymore Some 
counties may take the phone out too! 

There's a revolution about to take 
place in the way our nation's three 
layers of government do business Sixty 
years of history with categorical grants 
will be written in about six months 
Some block grants are effective Oct 1. 
1981 

The new administration has promised 
full cooperation during the transition In 
fact. Secretary Richard S Sehweiker of 
HHS recently told a group of county offi- 
cials that the administration would in- 
tervene should any community attempt 
to distribute funds unfairly ” 

1 can t believe short changing is 
going to occur for any long time 
Sehweiker said We re going to ask for 
fair play It ’s going to be the art of per- 
suasion and the art of publicity 
Along with the Advisory Commission 
on Intergovernmental Relations 
( ACIR > I have long supported grant re- 
form through block grants In a compre- 
hensive study. ACIR concluded that 


“closest is best,” as far as governments 
go. They recommended federal block 
grant funding for all but social service 
budgets that fluctuate with the national 
economy. 

The commission found block grants 
cheaper to administer, more efficient 
because they give decision-making back 
to local officials, because they reduce 
duplication of effort, and encourage 
cooperation 

The proposed legislation will require 
states to plan for use of block grant 
funds, provide activity reports and meet 
standard audits In contrast, categoric- 
al programs specify populations with 
specific needs (such as the handi- 
capped). and set detailed regulations 
for meeting those needs (such as provi- 
sion of wheelchair ramps). 

For all their promise, local govern- 
ments will have problems converting to 
the new system There is no time to lose 
According to Rep L 11 Fountain (D- 
N C ), federal grants today underwrite 
more than a fourth of state and local 
expenditures, up from 10 percent in 1955 

In terms of employment he notes, 
“federal aid has resulted in a massive 
increase in the number of employees at 
the local level where most grant -related 
services are delivered 

As grants are withdrawn, officials 
must act quickly, and some already 
have Still reeling from proposition 13“ 
lax reform. Los Angeles County will lay 
off 530 welfare workers Aug 1.1981 It 
takes time to notify employees, not to 
mention the people who receive ser- 


vices,” an L A. official lamented 

“If federal funds are cut. we have no 
alternative than to eliminate services." 
echoed Charles Worthington. Atlantic 
County. N J elected executive New 
Jersey's local governments are prohi- 
bited by state law from raising taxes 
more than 5 percent a year They have 
no way to make up lost federal funds 

Block grants are not new, says Carl 
Stenberg of ACIR. They have been 
enacted in health, the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act ( CETA ) , 
community development, law enforce- 
ment and Title XX of the Social Security 
Act. 

These programs have taught county 
officials a few lessons, the most impor- 
tant being that they must establish good 
relationships with state government. 

A few states are planning a wise tran- 
sition The governor of Arizona has 
appointed a task force of legislators and 
local officials to present administrative 
options In Wisconsin, department 
heads are holding hearings throughout 
the state 

Minnesota administers its own social 
service block grant, a program that re- 
ceives high marks from Ramsey County 
(St Paul) Commissioner Robert Orth 
He says block grants let elected officials 
do as they promise , while keeping an eye 
on the total county budget “Block 
grants enable jurisdictions to make 
their own priorities and protect them 
selves.” he said “Take advantage of 
them by taking a new look at services — 
don t protect existing programs for the 


sake of convenience,” he told county 
officials. 

Congress has yet to determine the for- 
mula to be used to divide the federal 
funds The nation’s 84 largest counties 
receive their own stipends under ex- 
isting community development block 
grants, and they are hoping to receive 
other funds directly too There are no 
promises once states receive funds they 
will allocate them according to popula- 
tion, poverty or any other factor. 

“Counties fear states will take off the 
cream,” said David Bausch. executive 
of Lehigh County. Pa “The money will 
stay with the state ; counties won’t have 
the resources to provide services ” 
Gordon Mulleneaux. Cuyahoga Coun- 
ty, Ohio, administrator put it this way: 
in Ohio, we’re afraid the governor will 
try to solve his financial problems with 
block grant money.” 

Others fear states will make decisions 
behind closed doors ” 

Suzanne Muncy, intergovernmental 
coordinator, Montgomery County, Md., 
said, We know' decisions are being 
made that will effect us We probably 
won’t know' what's going on until we get 
a letter informing us that in 30 days this 
or that program will be defunct. This 
could cause revenue failures for coun- 
ties that are not protected in their con- 
tracts with private agencies.” 

She recommends counties write con- 
tracts with clauses that make commit- 
ments dependent upon receipt of state or 
federal funding 

Uncertainty, of course, makes it diffi- 
cult to manage available resources. The 


most popular type of federal aid — 
general revenue sharing — goes direttly 
to state and local governments based on 
a formula that has remained unchanged 
for years 

During a discussion of federal trans- 
portation funds, Renssalear County, 
N Y executive William B . Murphy com- 
plained, “Our state treats local govern- 
ments like stepchildren.” 

Many counties in most states have 
annual political skirmishes over Title 
XX funds because this grant is called 
upon to do too much It allows for every- 
thing from day care to rehabilitation. 

But some services, like rehabilitation, 
are provided because the federal 
government requires it. Counties must 
not violate these mandates lest they be 
subject to suit in state or federal court. 

And it is county officials, not the state 
or federal politicians, that take the heat, 
everyday, in their own backyards. 

In Kentucky, for instance, the state 
recently reduced its contribution to loc- 
al police salaries. The county can’t 
afford to make up the difference from 
local revenue. Now the police are picket- 
ing It’s the locals who will bear the 
blame if they strike. This example also 
illustrates how r loss of federal and state 
funds can transfer program responsibil- 
ity down to a level of government that 
does not have the taxing power to fund 
those services. 

All these complex relationships must 
be worked out before block grants can 
be effective Resolving these issues w ill 
take time, and diligent surveillance by 
an educated, interested public. 
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Teacher talks 
about special 
ed., skills 

EDITOR I am writing this letter to 
inform those parents who may not be 
aware of what is happening in the 
educational system of Wayne- 
2 Westland regarding elementary spe- 
cial areas. 

As of last year, elementary class- 
room teachers were allowed to in- 
struct students in the special areas. 

This happened because no lan- 
guage existed in the Wayne- 
Westland Teachers Contract to pro- 
tect the jobs of those skilled in the 
special areas. 

Because of this, some classroom 
teachers who had no skills in art, 
music, instrumental or P.E. were in- 
structing students K-6 in these. areas. 

I know of no other profession that 
allows specialized skills to be hand- 
led by those not trained for the job. 
Thiels not to say that the teachers 
placbd in these positions were not 
competent teachers, but they were 
not twined in these areas. 

The WWEA states that its job is to 
supply working positions for the 
members What about the education 
of the students? 

The unions title stands for Wayne- 
Westland Education Association, 


which should indicate that it is con- 
cerned about the educational skills 
taught to the students by the 
teachers. 

This procedure for filling jobs is 
again being used this school year. 

A teacher skilled in the special 
areas cannot teach in a classroom, 
yet a teacher who may never have 
been taught the teaching techniques 
for art, music, instrumental or P.E. 
is being allowed to teach these very 
specialized skills. 

Until this is rectified the students 
of Wayne-Westland will continue to 
be short changed in the skill sof the 
special areas.

Your interest, 
and banks 

EDITOR — I read with interest an 
article which appeared recently in 
your newspaper entitled, “She lost 
interest in her local bank.” I would 
like this opportunity to clarify some 
misconceptions that were reinforced 
by the articale and its author, Ms. 
Pam Fraser. 

Ms. Fraser explained her attempt 
to recover a savings account balance 
from her local bank Since she had 
not made a transaction in the account 
for more than two years, the balance 
of $10.91 was escheated to the state 


without Ms. Fraser'sknowledge Ms. 
Fraser was understandably out- 
raged at not being notified of the 
bank’s action 

I would like to assure your readers 
that the State of Michigan has no in- 
tention of confiscating money or 
property for its own purposes 

Rather, the state uses the Escheats 
Law to safeguard private property 
for its rightful owner. In the case of 
Ms. Fraser’s account, the escheat 
was the voluntary action of the hol- 
der of property , in this case Ms . Fras- 
er’s bank. 

The basis for Michigan’s Escheats 
Law goes back a hundred years, 
however, the actual law was enacted 
in 1947 for the specific purpose of pro- 
tecting private property. 

Very briefly, when property has 
been dormant for two years or more 
it may be turned over to the state. 
The most common case involving 
escheats are dormant bank 
accounts Also, the holder of proper- 
ty, MAY turn it over to the custody of 
the state after one year if the balance 
is five dollars or less. It is only when 
seven years go by without a transac- 
tion that the law requires an escheat. 

The Department of Treasury’s 
Escheats Division merely takes pos- 
session of the property. Upon the re- 
quest of the owner, any and all prop- 
erty is returned once ownership is 
verified.

The house in which my mother and 
her seven brothers and sisters grew 
up was a house of wonders.

Trees and people 


It’s weird the way people are about 
trees. It’s the same way they are ab- 
out cats: They’re either crazy about 
them or they see them as a terrible 
nuisance. Subdivision planners, for 
instance, hate trees. Trees get in the 
way of their heavy equipment and 
trees have a way of growing in places 
. .that don’t fit into the straight, boring 
2 rows of streets and houses the 
- developer thinks he has so cleverly 
designed. So immediately upon 
buying their dream house (which is 
always depicted in the brochures as 
being surrounded by— what else?— 
trees), the proud owners dig holes in 
the, front and back yuards and plant 
six (foot saplings— sometimes in the 
same spot where a 50 foot giant of a 
. tree once stood. 

Trees are important to some 
people. 

I remember, after the famous sum- 
mer storm of 80, when panicky peo- 
ple began chopping down anything 
over 10 feet tall that rustled in the 

• breeze— so as not to take a chance the 
j mighty monsters might devour their 
i rooftops. At the same time there 
were others who were willing to pay 
^hundreds of dollars to save just one 
leaning tree. 

People are just that way about 
trees. 

Once, a few years ago, tree trim- 
mers Cor a certain utility company 
came through a certain neighbor- 
hood telling the occupants they were 
the lucky recipients of a free tree- 
trimming job 

As it happened, they approached 
the home of certain folk who had seen 
this* particular crewin action and had 
watched them make miniature bon- 
sai out of full grown 30-foot trees. 


These certain folk liked their 30 foot 
trees. They checked the boundaries 
and easements and breathed a sigh of 
relief when they found the branches 
of their beloved trees were well with- 
in the confines of their own back 
yard. “Destructo” and Crew would 
have no reason to even stop at their 
house. But stop they did one dav 
when no one was home and they pro- 
ceeded to make mulch mincemeat 
out of one huge apple tree and a good- 
sized maple tree. When the owners 
returned home, they found they now 
had only half an apple tree and half a 
maple tree. It mightn’t have been so 
bad if the halves remaining were the 
bottom halves— but not so. Only the 
halves to the East remained. 

Six months later, after countless 
go-rounds between the owners and 
the trimmers (during which one 
trimmer asked what the owners 
wanted with big trees anyway), the 
owners lost patience and wrote to the 
chairman of the board of the utility 
company Within days, a representa- 
tive of the company appeared with a 
settlement check of five hundred dol- 
lars. 

Trees are important to some peo- 
ple 

There are still some people, 
however, who can’t see the trees for 
the forest, as it were As the man who 
currently heads our country once 
said, when asked to survey the 
mightly California Redwoods in 
hopes that he would reconsider his 
plan to place certain tracts of the 
ancient trees back into private do- 
main. "If you’ve seen one tree, 
you’ve seen them all ” 

Strange as it may seem (to me at 
least), there are other people who 


feel that way, too I saw a kid the 
other day at the tail end of stripping 
bark off a beautiful, newly-pruned 
maple tree in a nicely manicured 
vacant lot Word is that the man who 
owns the lot is planning to build a 
house on it soon. The Maple, at least 
25 feet high, would have given a good 
amount of shade to the south side of 
his house. It won’t now, though, be- 
cause by the time neighbors saw 
what was happening, the kid had 
chopped and stripped nearly three 
quarters of the bark off the tree. He 
stopped only after neighbors 
threatened to call the police. They 
tried to explain to him what happens 
to a tree when you remove it’s bark, 
but he skipped off with his little claw 
hammer and proceeded to pound on 
trees much further away— outside 
shouting distance. 

A lot of us were— and still are- 
outraged by what that kid had done, 
but his actions pale in light of what 
Nimrod Lumpkin did just a few days 
later 

Nimrod, as you may have heard, 
took it upon himself to cut down six 
“diseased” trees in his neighbor s 
yard The reason Nimrod had time to 
cut down all six trees before the 
neighbor could stop him was because 
the owner of the property is an absen- 
tee landlord Nimrod told one of the 
tenants of the owner ’s two-family flat 
that the trees were diseased and had 
to come down. Since Nimrod had 
already felled several of the trees, 
the tenant assumed Nimrod had per- 
mission 

The landlord is now suing Nimrod 
for the replacement value of the trees 
($1200), since an expert witness de- 
termined that the trees were healthy 
But how do you replace a 30 foot 


It is important to know that the 
Escheats Division merely acts as a 
holding company For instance, if the 
property is escheated from the estate 
of a person who died with no known 
legal heirs, the estate is probated, ex- 
penses are paid and the property is 
sold However, the proceeds from the 
sale of property are held by the state 
should a rightful heir eventually 
claim the property. 

Michigan's law is very clear about 
the procedure for returning money or 
possessions that are escheated and 
therefore, notification to the proper- 
ty owner of a pending escheat is not 
required by law. However, it is the 
practice of most institutions to 
attempt to contact the owner. The 
size or value of the property is usual- 
ly proportional to the notification 
effort. 

I hope this information will prove 
helpful to Ms. Fraser and any other 
individuals who may be subjected to 
an escheat in the future.

STOMACH DISTRESS

Half the fun of living is food. The exciting, 
tasty dishes prepared by mother for a gala 
Holiday are sumptuous and tempting. The din- 
ner bell rings, the whole gang comes roaring to 
the table. Then, when their stomachs are stuf- 
fed to the bursting point . . . here comes the 
tastiest, gooiest, meltingest temptation of all, 
the big chocolate cake, the pumpkin pie top- 
ped with whipped cream, and a large bowl of 
ambrosia.

Now that most of Holly- 
wood s great old genre 
movies have been 
spoofed into extinction, 
filmmakers are strug- 
gling to find something 
worthy of satire. 

George Hamilton sent 
up Dracula and Zorro, 
Airplane” put an amen 
to disaster movies, and 
Mel Brooks focused his 
deranged comedic eye on 
everything else — from 
the Westerns in ‘Blazing 
Saddles” to the Gothic 
horror pics in “Young 
Frankenstein,” and 
finally, he attacked no- 
thing less than the entire 
“History of the World.” 
Part I. of course. 

Left with few if any 
genres to spoof, the 


creators of “Under the 
Rainbow” have taken to 
spoofing anecdotes about 
great old Hollywood 
movies. As the story 
goes, when The Wizard 
of Oz ” was being shot . the 
midgets hired for the 
roles of the Munchkins 
turned out to be holy ter- 
rors. Often drunk, and 
with libidoes far in ex- 
cess of their size, they 
raised quite a ruckus. 

Such is the anecdote 
stretched to a movie As 
the time is 1939. add a few 
Nazi and Japanese spies. 
Add also a paranoid 
count and countess, and 
for love interest, mix 
Chevy Chase (almost re- 
prising his Foul Play 
character) with Carrie 
Fisher. 

Find an excuse to get 
Carrie Fisher in her 
underwear, stage a slap- 
stick chase sequence at 
the end. and you have a 
movie. Unfortunately, 
not a very good movie. 

The filmmakers 
seemed torn between 
making an all-out farce 
for adults and making a 
film that would attract 
the family audience who 
would bring the kids to 


see the little people who 
played the Munchkins. In 
fact, had the filmmakers 
stuck with either 
approach, they d have 
had a far more interest- 
ing movie, but with that 
spy story, it alt seems 
like a diminutive version 
of “Get Smart ” 

Chevy Chase doesn t 
have much of a chance to 
let loose He seems stiff 
and uncomfortable Car- 
rie Fisher does look great 
in underwear, but she has 
little else to do but scold 
the midgets 
Most misused however 
is the great Eve Arden as 
the foreign countess 
That terrific Arden sar- 
castic voice is dropped in 
favor of a bad Arian ac- 
cent. Had she been the 
den mother of the 
midgets ( instead of 
Fisher) her side com- 
ments alone would have 
made a better film. 

There is a clever twist 
at the end of the film, the 
one faithful reference to 
“The Wizard of Oz,” but 
even the fairly well 
crafted chase sequence 
can t chase away the lack 
of laughs that precedes 
it.

The Canton Township resident draws 
on the wealth of information available 
through experts in the field, both those 
knowledgeable of the history of the art 
style and authors in the field 

Her expertise in the craft also has led 
to classes, taught in her home, lectures 
to local groups and teaching wreath- 
making classes for the Northville His- 
torical Society. 

It also has led to appearing with an 
estimated 80 artists in the 10th annual 
Artists and Craftsmen Show of the Ply- 
mouth Fall Festival, set for this 
weekend. 

This isn’t the first year Mrs. Neuroth 
has been in the show. In fact, she has 
made it through the judging procedure 
for three consecutive years That s not a 
simple task, since the judges look for 
new f and different artists who already 
have participated in the show. 

Mrs. Neuroth got involved in wreath 
making through some friends, who are 
in the florist business, and through the

Jill Clayburgh is a 
talented lady. No doubt 
about it She has charm 
and agreeable good looks 
(no poster-posing sexi- 
ness. perhaps, but could 
if she wanted to). 

She can move from 
roles such as Desdemona 
with James Earl Jones in 
“Othello” to a prostitute 
in the TV movie, “Hust- 
ling,” with great ease. In 
recent films, though, she 
has become Hollywood’s 
symbol of the liberated 
‘80s female. 

For example, witness 


“An Unmarried 
Woman.” followed by her 
role in “Starting Over” 
and then “It’s My Turn. 

In First Monday in 
October.” Clayburgh 
plays an unmarried 
woman who is starting 
over as it’s now her turn 
to be the first w-oman 
appointed to the Supreme 
Court of the United 
States. Sounds like the 
casting is ideal, right? 

If only it had turned 
out. ipso facto.to be that 
way. As good as 
Clayburgh is. she is hard 
to believe as a justice of 
the Supreme Court.

It has been said before that it is Keith Richards, not 
Mick Jagger. who is the heart and soul of the Rolling 
Stones ‘Tattoo You reinforces that notion with a 
vengeance 

It s even obvious on the cover photos; on the front is 
Jagger. looking more effeminate than Rona Barret 
could ever hope to, while on the back, despite even his 
earring. Keith is the epitome of the machismo rock star 

And even though all the Stone s songs are credited to 
Jagger Richards, it’s not too hard to figure out who 
wrote the chord-crunching rockers as opposed to the 
slightly discoish numbers that feature Mick’s falsetto 
And if you’ll remember, hard rocking, naively sexist 
songs ARE the Rolling Stones 

At least this time the single is a rocker, and it opens up 
side one Start Me Up.’’ featuring a great guitar riff 
from Keef, as well as some majestic vocal posturing by 
Jagger It's classic Stones, and that’s quite a compli- 
ment. 

Next up is Hang Fire, ' another uptempo number 
that’s totally irresistible to the ear. and destined to take 
it’s place in the Stone’s Greatest Hits ’ songbook 


As a matter of fact, side one of Tattoo You led me 
to believe that this was the best album by the 
world’s greatest rock n roll band in years, as all of it

rocks quite nicely. There s even a blues number, a 
throwback to Sticky Fingers’ immortal “You Gotta 
Move, here titled Black Limousine ” “Fantastic!’’ I 



Keith— “Fooled Me.” 


thought Then I turned the tape over 

As much as side one (or, the “Keith’’ side) rocked, the 
flip slips up on it’s own coattails The first four songs are 
pure dredge, with Jagger’s whiney falsetto reminding 
me of nothing so much as fingernails on a chalkboard 
Only the honkey-tonkish “Waiting On A Friend” saves 
side two (or. the “Mick’’ side) from total uselessness. 

The best song on the album won’t, unfortunately, be 
played too much over the radio (or, for the same 
reasons, quoted from in these pages). Featuring, 
appropriately enough. Keith on vocals, the song is cal- 
led Little T & A. “ and it’s true to the Stones tradition: 
fast, hard, and danceable. and heavy on the guitars. 

Talk about inconsistent ! Six of the best Stones’ songs 
in years, right alongside four defunct funk numbers that 
would make Andy Rooney sound soulfull. should he de- 
cide to leave his post on 60 Minutes” to dabble in 
music. 

But still, top-notch Stones is top-notch rock n' roll, so I 
have to give the LP a thumbs-up. but with this advice: 
simply put on side one, set your stereo on “repeat. ’’ and 
forget about the rest (although an occasional playing of 
“Waiting On A Friend ’ ’ is suggested ) . Oh . and one more 
thing — play it LOUD'

Explore History at forts 


Travelers can turn 
back the hands of time 
and explore Michigan's 
history by visiting one of 
the state’s many forts 
and villages. 

Fort-hopping will take 
travelers from Detroit 
west to Niles and north to 
Mackinaw City and Cop- 
per Harbor 

At Detroit’s Fort 
Wayne, completed in 1851 
visitors can see the ori- 
ginal stone barracks and 
powder magazine while 
touring exhibits depict- 
ing the city’s military 
history. The old fort 
served as an important 
troop training center dur- 
ing the Civil War. re- 
mained a key garrison in 
the Spanish-American 
War and World War 1 and 
was a supply depot in 
World War 11 


Niles* Fort St. Joseph 
Museum . while not a fort . 
contains artifacts of a 
one-time military post 
built in 1691 and held at 
various times by French, 
British and Spanish 
troops. 

A trip to the Straits of 
Mackinac brings travel- 
ers to Mackinaw City’s 
Fort Michilimackinac, 
where the 1763 capture of 
the British fort by the In- 
dians is re-enacted every 
Memorial Day weekend 

At Michigan’s north- 
ernmost tip of the Upper 
Peninsula, Fort Wilkins 
State Park near Copper 
Harbor has the last ori- 
ginal wood fort east of the 
Mississippi River. The 
stockade’s whitewashed 
buildings, built in 1844. 
are filled with furniture, 
tools, clothing and other 


relics of the past. 

Visitors to one of Michi- 
gan’s 1 1 villages can shop 
in old-time country 
stores, tour elegant 
homes, explore ghost 
towns or ride on steam 
locomotives. 

World famous Green- 
field Village in Dearborn 
offers rides in horse- 
drawn carriages. Model 
T cars, a paddlewheel 
boat and a steam locomo- 
tive Nineteenth century 
buildings in this collec- 
tion of Americana in- 
clude the home where 
Noah Webster completed 
his first dictionary and 
the birthplace of auto 
pioneer Henry Ford 

At Crossroads Village 
near Flint, the steam- 
powered Huckleberry 
Railroad takes passen- 
gers through a typical 


community of the 1860s 
and 1870s that includes a 
grist mill, one-room 
schoolhouse and depot 

Squires Street Square, 
a collection of restored 
shops along the Rougue 
River in Rockford, offers 
everything from penny 
candy and homemade 
candles to quilting sup- 
plies and antiques. 

The elegant homes of 
two 19th century lumber 
barons can be toured at 
Muskegon’s Heritage 
Village. Another one- 
time community of lum- 
ber barons. Huron City in 
the Thumb, was des- 
troyed by fire in 1881 and 
rebuilt. Its Restored 
Lumber Town now 
boasts a museum. 19th 
century general store 
and Coast Guard station.

Houseplant containers affect water supply 


Houseplant containers do more than 
just hold soil for plants to grow in They 
have a big influence on the total growth 
of plants because they affect their wa- 
ter supply 

Cooperative Extension Service horti- 
culture specialists at Michigan State 
University note that the size and poros- 
ity of plant containers, and the presence 
of absence of drainage holes in the bot- 
toms. are the critical factors. 

The relative sizes of the pot and the 
plant in it affect both the plant s water 
supply and its nutrient supply A plant 
I hat's too large for its pot dries out 
quickly. A plant in an oversized pot may 
suffer from too much water Also, the 
nutrients in the potting soil may be 
leached out before the plant has a 
chance to use them 

The porosity of the container also 
affects the plant s water supply A plant 
in an unglazed clay pot is less likely than 


a plant in a glass or plastic container to 
suffer from too much water, because 
water can move out and air can move 
into the soil through the clay 
Hoots need air as well as water, the 
MSU experts point out Loading the soil 
with water that has nowhere to go 
pushes the air oul so plant roots can't do 
their job The plant may then wilt be- 
cause the roots can t take up the water 
from the soil If the soil remains satu- 
rated for long periods, the roots may rot 
A way around the water problem with 
pot s of nonporous materials is to put 
drainage holes in the bottoms so the ex- 
cess water can escape Another option is 
to pot your plants in the more functional 
clay pots and then set these pots inside 
decorative nonporous containers 
Using clay pots is no guarantee that 
you won't water your plants to death of 
course You still have to think before you 
reach for the watering can Overwater- 


ing is especially likely in the winter, 
when light levels are low and plants 
aren't growing much It s easy to go on 
watering as you did in the summer, 
when plants were growing vigorously 
and using more water 
To avoid overwatering, feel the soil 
before you add water If the soil feels 
dry. add water Other clues are the 
weight of the pot — if it feels light, it's 
probably dry — and the condition of the 
plant itself Is it wilted ? Does it feel limp 
and flabby ? Then it probably needs wa- 


ter But check the soil. too. just to be 
sure the plant is not wilted because its 
roots have rotted from being overwa- 
tered 

If a plant dries out very rapidly, see 
whether it needs repotting in a bigger 
container. Water it thoroughly — so the 
soil will stick together — knock the soil 
ball loose from the pot bv rapping the 
container against the edge of a table A 
mass of roots with very little soil show- 
ing indicates the plant needs repotting

The fans of Plymouth Canton’s Chiefs 
have waited a long time for a winner. 
Last year under new head coach Rich 
Barr the Chiefs showed fine potential, 
but still could do no better than a very 
disappointing 1-8 season. Canton played 
well enough to win all but one of those 
eight defeats, but fourth quarter lapses 
plagued Barr and the team 
There were many positive signs last 
year though, that have renewed hopes 
for this season. Last year’s team gained 
more yards, scored more points, com- 
piled more first downs, and completed 
more passes than any other Chief team 
in the school s history Most of the credit 
for the team s statistical improvement 
belongs to Barr, who opened up what 
was once a very conservative Chief 
offense 

If Barr and Canton are to turn last 
year’s results around they will have to 
do it with some new players helping the 
13 returning lettermen Ten of those re- 
turning were starters on either offense 
or defense in at least one game last year 
Speed will be the key word for this 
year's team Leading the swift wishbone 
offense will be David Simms, a 5-9. 155- 
pound senior halfback with 4 6 second 
speed in the 40 yard dash Simms gave 
the fans some exciting moments last 
year with long kickoff and punt returns, 
but had some difficulty in fumbling the 
ball out of the backfield If Simms is able 
to lick that problem he could be Canton’s 
answer to last year’s outstanding area 
running back Ricky Rogers of Wayne 
Calling the signals this year at quar- 
terback will be 6-1,1 75-pound , Chris Sus- 
sock, who started a few games for the 
Chiefs last year Sussock will be called 
on to pass the ball even more than last 
year s team 

Those he will be throwing to include 
three-year starter Jamie Chilcoff, a 5- 
10. 160-pound split end. and tight end 
Chuck Farden, a 6 foot. 165-pound senior 
with good hands 

Defensively . the Chiefs lost their three 
leading tacklers from a year ago. but 
should be very strong with the return of 
three starters and tri-captains. Dennis 
O’Flynn. 5-11. 180-pound tackle. Jeff 
Cousineau. 6-0. 170-pound linebacker, 
and Mike Clayton. 5-8. 160-pound senior 
linebacker. Fred Rumberger 
Barr sees the Western-Six League 
'down to five this year with the with- 


drawal of Waterford Mott) as very “ba- 
lanced.” We have as good a chance as 
anyone to win this thing. Harrison and 
Churchill look like the teams to beat this 
year, but we will be right in there,” said 
Barr 

Assisting Barr this year will be 
coaches Dave Thomann. Bob Kohenle 
and Goerge Przygodski. The schedule 
doesn’t favor Canton this year, with five 
of the nine games being played on the 
road, including three in a row.

Canton will then return home for games 
against Livonia Churchill on Oct 23. and 
Garden City East Oct. 30. both at 7:30 
p.m 

Canton will finish the season off with a 
visit to Belleville High on Nov 6. at 7:30 
where they will attempt to avenge a 
heartbreaking four overtime defeat to 
the Tigers last year.

Another mushrooming rivalry is the 
annual battle between Plymouth Salem 
and Livonia Franklin, two former grid 
powers, who have fallen on hard times 
lately. 

Coach Tom Moshimer’s Rockets are 
coming off a 4-3 record last year and 
have the team's toughest schedule in 
history, according to the veteran men- 
tor. Coach Armand Vigna’s Patriots 
dropped a 2-7 slate a year ago and he’s 
chafing at the bit to breathe the heady 
air once again of a winning season.

Saturday at F ranklin in what should be a 
real head-knocker in the non-league 
opener Both teams lack experience— 
and both coaches are ‘ crying the 
blues”— but you can bet talented lead- 
ers like Moshimer and Vigna will get the 
most out of their players again this 
season.

Saturday’s Plymouth* Salem-Livonia 
Franklin game is rated a toss-up. 

Next door at Canton High School, the 
Chiefs of Coach Rich Barr entertain a 
vastly improved Livonia Bentley team 
that has been labeled a sleeper” this 
year That doesn’t mean they will “doze 
off. ’ ' it means they are a team that could 
come out of nowhere to steal the lime- 
light this fall. 

Barr, in his second year as head coach 
at Canton and coming off a disappoint- 
ing 1-8 record, is working hard to build a 
strong football program in the shadows 
of perennial power Salem.

The memories of the 1980 Great Lakes 
Eight season remain strong. But the out- 
look for the seven teams in this Class A 
league may make even the staunchest 
conference supporter turn their eyes 
south. 

Fordson. the Michigan High School 
Athletic Association Class A runner-up 
in the football playoffs last season, is 
facing what coach Charles Jestice re- 
fers to us a ‘•rebuilding" year but the 
other league coaches Would just as soon 
take the Tractors talent 

And. just as the Tractor coach seemed 
hesitant about this season s outlook, the 
coach at Monroe — Richard Jeric — was 
not overly enthusiastic about the Tro- 
jans’ chances to supplant Fordson as 
league champion 

Monroe meets Fordson in the first 
league contest, but Monroe, according 
to Jeric. is facing a tough opponent in the 
season opener — Adrian and Monroe 
may have to play its first three contests 
without the services of senior fullback/ 
linebacker Dave Johnson, out following 
knee surgery. 

"Well really know what kind of a sea- 
son we ll have after our first two 
games," Jeric says. "If we win our first 
two, it may be enough to carry us the 
rest of the season. If not, it dould be de- 
moralizing." 

Just playing Monroe may be demora- 
lizing for a number of conference teams. 
The Trojans return five offensive star- 
ters from last season s 7-2 team, includ- 
ing quarterback Jeff Barnes, and run- 
ning back Dave Pandt. 

Jeric is high on both young men, espe- 
cially since Barnes threw for more than 
600 yards a year ago. Jeric thinks that 
Pandt can amass more than 1,000 yards 
this year. 

Monroe is not shy in the defensive de- 
partment, either, with four starters 
back from last season, including tackle 
Gary Price, end Tom Easter, corner 
Larry Chickarel and safety Scott 
Vadanesiel. 

With the nucleus Monroe fields from 
last year’s squad, plus a number of 
youngsters with a great deal of playing 
time under their belts ready to roll, 
Adrian may prove a test of Jeric’s con- 
ditioning and early workout program. 

At Fordson, Jestice is raising more 
questions than his players are answer- 
ing. Despite a senior flavor to the 1981 
lineup, the spice that put Fordson in the 
finals against Brother Rice a year ago 
has graduated. 

Fordson returns only one player on 
defense — Sam Chiodo and Chiodo and 
John A1 are expected to see double-duty 
early for Jestice. 

“This team hasn’t taken on a perso- 
nality the way last year’s team did," 
Jestice says. 

But Fordson ’s traditional personality 
is aggressive football, and despite the 
inexperience and the relative lack of 
numbers (there are only 40 players on 
the varsity), the Tractors can never be 
counted out of any title race. 

Jestice’s coaching style will be called 
on early to present itself, since even the 
12-year Tractor veteran concedes this 
squad is the most inexperienced team he 
has ever coached. And Fordson’s 
offense will be taking on a new look — 
the Tractors will be looking to the air. 

Mark Gaiss and Larry Kopchia are 
battling for the quarterback slot and 
both have shown a penchant for the air 
ball. On the receiving end will be A1 and 
Kevin Bachenetz. Also on the receiving 
end will be Livonia Churchill. 

Fordson and Churchill are in the final 
season of a six-year commitment and 
Jestice is more than a little concerned. 
"They know we re down and that this 
may be the year for them to beat us," he 


says. 

Wayne, which finished with an 8-1 re- 
cord a year ago, thanks to the outstand- 
ing efforts of Rick Rogers, and Lincoln 
Park with a 6-3 mark last season, are 
expected to battle it out for the third and 
fourth spot in conference competition. 

The Zebras come into the 1981 season 
with speed, but without experience. 
Three starters are back on offense and 
one on defense, but the majority of the 
squad is made up of juniors promoted 
from the junior varsity and seniors with- 
out a great deal of experience. 

Shaun Boyer, a junior taliback, may 
be one of the surprises in Coach Floyd 
Carter’s arsenel . Boyer runs the 40 in 4 .6 
and has the agility necessary to break 
away for a big one. 

On the defensive side of the ledger 
safety Vince Patter$on returns, another 
4.6 speedster, who will see duty as a split 
receiver, but the nose guard and two 
down tackles are new to the varsity. 

"We re impressed with the quickness 
of the new players," Carter says, "but 
we really haven’t seen them in a game 
situation. We know they can play 
(Wayne’s junior varsity was 7-1-1 last 
year) but how soon they make the 
adjustment from junior varsity to varsi- 
ty may determine how well we do." 

What Lincoln Park lacks in size, it 
makes up for in quickness and deter- 
mination. It has been four years since 
Ron Pascuzzi’s charges have had an un- 
defeated season but it has been longer 
than that since the Rails have been hum- 
bled by anyone 

With running back Scott Lowry aim- 
ing for his third year as a starter, and 
one last chance to prove you don’t have 
to be huge to become an excellent col- 
lege ball player, it’s a good bet Lincoln 
Park will be piling up yardage on the 
ground. 

Quarterback Jim Wilkerson is healthy 
and can run Lincoln Park’s option 
offense to perfection. 

The perennial question for the Rails, 
however, is its defense. Smaller than the 
usual Lincoln Park defense, the 1981 
version features Rob Smith at nose 
guard and two-way tackle Dave Bakat- 
zian, who stands 5-foot-9. 

Dave Jedway gets his first season 
starting nod at cornerback and Neal 
Swart wood returns at end. 

’Lincoln Park, at least in the early 
going, may be hampered by a lock of 
personnel. The Rails have eight starters 
going both ways and 48 minutes of Great 
Lakes Eight football can be a bruising 
experience. 

Lincoln Park gets a breather in its 
opening game, meeting Warren Cousino 
in game four of the series. 

Two teams which have had their prob- 
lems in recent years — Wyandotte and 
Taylor Center — have the potential to 
surprise the league. Neither squad has 
put together too strong a season last 
year (each team had one league vic- 
tory) but both teams return an experi- 
enced nucleus. While currently rele- 
gated to also-ran status, the Rams and 
the Bears could finish high in the stand- 
ings this season. 

Wyandotte graduated just four 
seniors from last season’s 1-8 squad and 
the returnees also have a stabilized 
coaching staff to help them along. 

Also helping the Bears along are Jim 
Wisbang, Wyandotte’s quarterback a 
year ago and running back Mark 
Neidemeyer. who gained 585 yards in 79 
carries. 

The Bears still field a team with 
underclassmen in key rolls — there are 
three juniors on the offensive line — but 
those students have been with Coach 
Hank Chlebek since Chlebek took over 
the program a year ago. 


Brown U. picks 
Ruark for fullback 


Junior fullback Tim Ruark. 5-10, 180, 
of Westland, is a leading candidate to 
start this year for the Brown University 
football team which opens preseason 
workouts on August 28 
Head Coach John Anderson will wel- 
come 110 candidates to the Bruins pre- 
season camp, including 16 lettermen 
from last year’s 6-4 team. 

Anderson, who has guided Brown to 
eight consecutive winning seasons since 
coming here in 1973, lost heavily through 


graduation. 

The Bruins will be quite inexperi- 
enced on offense, but Anderson feels his 
club should be competitive in every 
game and has an excellent chance for 
another winning campaign.

Described by his coach as having ex- 
cellent hands. “ Umin will also see ac- 
tion as a wingback on offense and safety 
in Hinojosa s 5-2 defensive alignment 

Guiding the attach will be A J 
Richardson (6-0. 180), a backup signal 
caller last season, who will also handle 
the Chiefs’ punting and kicking chores 
this year, in addition to playing safety. 

'•He’s a good passer,” said Hinojosa, 
"and also an excellent runner We’ve 
told him to take off and run if he sees an 
opening . he’s not afraid to scramble 
if everyone’s covered. He’s a hard work- 


er too You’ll find him on the field every 
night after practice working on his 
kicking.” 

Richardson’s main target will be 
senior tri-captain Ron Cobb (5-11. 170), 
who missed last season with a knee in- 
jury He'll also start at linebacker and 
work at second string quarterback 

The Chiefs are blessed with good size 
in the interior line, especially at tackle, 
where tri-captain Mike Cady (6-2, 205) 
and Larry Martin (6-5, 215) are tabbed 
as starters. Both seniors will also 
anchor the defensive line. 

Sophomore Jerry Martin (6-1, 185) 
and freshman Clay Rose (5-9, 175) will 
handle the guard positions with junior 


Bob Stackpoole, a linebacker on de- 
fense. set to open at offensive center 
Defensively. Rose is the first string nose 
guard while Martin starts at end Ke- 
vein Hagaman, a sophomore, will man 
the other defensive end post. Hinojosa 
noted 

"We re an inexperienced team, espe- 
cially in the line,” the coach admitted 
"Martin is a basketball player who’s cut 
or the first time for football And Rose 
is only a freshman but he's showed that 
he’s a sticker in practice.” 

Due to millage problems, Huron was

Romulus, sporting a roster of only 
seven seniors, takes its junior-laden

Coach Don Foley gears his young, in 
experienced squad for a rugged sche- 
dule which includes such grid pow ers as 
Shrine, Jackson Lumen Christi and 
Ypsilanti. 

At New Boston Huron, the Chiefs have 
a new head coach in Jamie Hinojosa, a 
former all-state end and linebacker at 
the school in the mid-1970s. The young 
coach is battling the obstacles of inex- 
perienced young players, plus the fact 
many Huron League schools dropped 
the Chiefs from their schedule because 
it was uncertain whether they would 
even have a football team this fall Their 
football program is financed by the 
Booster Club, parents and friends. 

"As far as I’m concerned, high school 
football is night football,” remarked 
Foley, who’s ready to begin his fourth 
season at the varsity helm.

And while the home field, located at 
North Junior High on Wick Road, is new.

On offense Foley will choose between 
juniors Matt Bossory and Matt Sullivan 
as the successor to graduated Marty 
at quarterback.

"Dale is a college prospect,” pre- 
icted Foley. He's built along the lines 
f a young Russ Francis (6-2. 200) with 
ood strength and the ability to run good 


patterns. He’s one of our senior leaders. 
Eddie (6-0 175) also has good hands w r ith 
decent speed.” 

Senior Colin Durham (6-2, 185) re- 
turns at center to anchor the interior 
offensive line, which includes juniors 
Kevin Collins (6-3, 190) and Ben Straight 
(6-2, 185) at the tackles. Four juniors are 
slated for action at guard— Mike Har- 
drick (5-11. 170), Doug Baum (5-10, 175), 
Rick Rutherford (5-10, 185) and Todd 
Gibbs (5-7, 160). 

"We re inexperienced along the line,” 
Foley said, "but our running game and 
the pass catching of Dale Eddings 
should be our strengths.” 

Defensively the Eagles will count 
almost exclusively on two-way perfor- 
mers in a 5-2 alignment. Slated for ac- 
tion in the backfield are Holifield, 
Rupert, Harris and John Bates, with 
Harper at rover. 

Offensive stalwarts Dale Eddings and 
Webb will start at linebacker, behind a 
line featuring Ed Eddings and Collins at 
ends, Rutherford at nose guard and Har- 
drick and Durham at tackle. 

"We’re not big but we’re quick,” said 
Folqy "Other teams will have to out- 
muscle us. With so many two-way play- 
ers, we’ve been working a lot on con- 
ditioning.” 

Foley will be assisted on the sidelines 
by Dennis Stoh (offensive coordinator) 
and Norbert Glover (defensive coordi- 
nator) along with junior varsity coaches 
Dan Henry and Wayne Schimming.

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Fish Hall of Fame 
keeps world records 


Because of a NO-FAULT misunder- 
standing during negotiations with the 
IGFA (International Game Fish Asso- 
ciation), the National Fishing Hall of 
Fame, a non-profit organization and 
fishing museum based in Hayward, Wis- 
consin. has re activated its former 
world fishing records program which 
was recessed a year ago, according to 
Bob Kutz, the Hall's founder and admi- 
nistrator. 

Kutz said, “The Hall entered negotia- 
tions with the Florida-based association 
in 1980 wherein it was agreed that a sole 
qualifier and a single set of rules for 
world records would be int the best in- 
terests of the fishing fraternity. It 
turned its task and files over to IGFA. A 
mutual national news release was sent 
out to that effect.” 

The Hall spokesman said that the 
VERBAL negotiations incorporated 
several variables but a major issue of 
the printing of records hit a snag It was 
the desire of the Hall in relinquishing its 
task, that the IGFA program would 
closely parallel the freshwater program 
the Hall had been conducting since 1974 

“The major issue of disagreement 
arose and subsequently the new move 
by the HU evolved,” Kutz said, “when 
the IGFA recently refused the Hall per- 
mission to print for public informatin 
(even with credit to IGFA) those same 
records the Hall turned over to them 
plus the few updates qualified by IGFA 
during 1980. 

“In several letters to the Hall the 
IGFA stated it would allow the Hall only 
periodic printing of only all tackle re- 
crods if such annual request was made 
by the Hall but would not allow the Hall 
to print line class records.” 

The Hall said that when it initiated its 
public service program of qualifying 
and publishing all tackle and line class 
records in 1974 it allowed anyone to print 
any of its records for non-commercial 
purpose, in exchange for a credit line, as 
a service to the public. It expects the 
same privUage in turn. 

By 1980, the Hall said it developed 
world credibility for its efforts. At that 
time, the IGFA, a keeper of Salt water 
records, announced that it was going 


into contention with the Hall as a fresh 
water record qualifier The Hall relin- 
quished its program to IGFA to elimin- 
ate records confusion in the industry. 
“That opportunity is now nullified,’’ the 
Hall said 

The Fishing Hall of Fame’s founder 
justified the Hall’s new stand by saying, 
“As a National Hall of Fame we are 
obliged to not only display and honor 
outstanding achievement and accom- 
plishment, but to also disseminate as 
public information the feats of persons 
who have excelled in this sport 

It is unfortunate that the negotiations 
were not detailed in writing and that 
IGFA has taken such position.” He 
further emphasized, “The Hall would 
not have agreed to forfeit qualifying re- 
cords as easily as it did had we been 
aware then that we would be denied this 
basic function which all sports Hall s of 
Fame enljoy regardless who puts 
together the statistics of a sport ” 

In its re-established program is effect 
NOW. the Hall is alone in recognizing all 
line classes beginning with 2 lb. test line 
through 4-6-8-10-12-17-20-25-30-35-40, 45 
and 50 lb. test. Catches on lines beyond 
limits for specific fish are classed as un- 
limited class. 

Unique also is the Hall s system of put- 
ting the Salmons and other sea-run type 
species into separate sea-run and land- 
locked categories Another feature is a 
classification for near 100 species giving 
more anglers a chance at setting a re- 
cord 

Another “first ’ ’ in the Hall’s new prog- 
ram is the compilation and listing of fish 
records, state by state, and those of 
Canadian provinces as qualified by each 
of the 50 states and provinces The Hall 's 
system lists North American records 
separate from foreign qualified records 
and fish. 

For rules, applications, records cata- 
log or brochure of “Tips to establish a 
record”, write to the National Freshwa- 
ter Fishing Hall of Fame, Box 33, Hall of 
Fame Drive, Hayward. WI 54843. or call 
715/634-4440. The service is free. There is 
a nominal charge of $2.50 for the records 
catalog to cover the cost of printing 
postage and handling.
